They believe in n good spirit and a bad 
ono. 
Tho former hns nothing to do with 


the affairs of this world. Tho latter is fo- 
malo and lives nt Iho bottom of tbo son. 
AVhen she wishes to make n famino she calls 
all tho ;immals to her. 
The good spirit 


lives in a tropical itland where there are 
pots of food graduated nccordiug to quality 
aud which are awarded to tho disembodied 
souls of men according to Iho deeds done in 
the lioily. 
The ]^i;uimaux idea of eltiuud 


blessedness is lo eat boiled salmon and rein- 
deer meat without intermission. 


Tho Esquimaux cannot count above ton, 


Uo has a different nc.mo for each linger nnd 
that name, stands for a number between oue 
and ton. Ho has no written language. He 
soems contented wilh his inhospitable home 
and manifests no ilosiro to leavo it.

eccentric marriage and courtship customs 
aud whilo bigamy o;-rurs OL-rnsioimlly it is 
not common. 


Dr. Hayes spoko nt HOUIO length of Iho 


Norsemen nnd Uioir discoveries of Ireland in 
S7I, (ireeulnud n littlo hi or and America in 
1007. They made their nmrk that year on 
what is known as tho Dighfon rock in 
Tamiion river.

In closing. Dr. llnycjt hoped our govern-
